London, December 4.—Documents re-/ 
ceived here give the text of the reply of 
General von Bissing, military governor 
of Belgium, to Cardinal Mercier’s letter 
of October 19, and the cardinal’s re- 
joinder of November 19. 

General von Bijssing’s reply dated 
October 26, begins by denying any vio- 
lation of the assurance the German 
commanders gave at the beginning of 
the war that no men wovwldd be removed 
from Belgium, declaring that such re- 
movals had been justified by ‘‘the clan- 
destine emigration of large numbers of 
young men wishing to join the Belgian 
army.” He adds: 

“The German authorities would have 
been quite justified in following the 
example of England and France, but 
they have not done so.” 

Contending that the employment of 
Belgian unemployed inh Germany has 
nothing to do with the conduct of the 
war, but is purely a social and economic 
measure, General von Bissing says: 

“Great Britain’s’ merciless economic 
fsolation of Germany bears equally on 
Belgium; it deprives her of raw ma- 
terials and prevents the export of man- 
ufactures, and thus deals a vital blow, 
leaving masses.of the people unem- 
ployed and bringing a state of public 
dalamity to Belgium.” 

General von Bissing then declares 
that the Belgian people realized the 
‘state of affairs and that tens of thou- 
sands of them have gone to Germany 
voluntarily, where they could get better 
pay. Others would follow, he says, but 
are deterred by influence systematically 
brought to bear on them. He concludes 
by inviting thé cardinal to study the 
‘situation from a social and economic 
viewpoint. 

German Promise Recalled. 

Replying on November 10, Cardinal 
Mercier recalls the promise made by 
Baron von Huehne and subsequently 
confirmed by Baron von.Der Goltz, and 
says: 

“The undertaking was explicit and 
entirely without time limit that ‘young 
people have nothing to fear that they | 
may be sent to Germany, either to be 
enrolled in the army or employed at 
forced labor.’ This engagement has been 
violated every day a thousand times for 
fifteen days.” 

In answer to General von Bissing’s 
charge that England and France have 
done such things, Cardinal Mercier re- 
minds him that he should look to those 
countries for revenge, not toward a 
peaceful and disarmed population. The 
cardinal then denies that the Belgian 
workers menaced public order, saying: 

“Five million Belgians and some 
hundred Americans are wondering 
witnesses of the dignity and impec- 
cable patience of our working classes.” 

Cardinal Mercier then says that if, 
as Von Bissing declares, such labor 
has nothing to do with the conduct of 
the war properly speaking, it has 
‘something to do with the war “im- 
properly speaking.” 

“For,” he continues, “even if a Bel- 
gian does not take up — he re- 
leases the hands of a German workman 
who will take them up.” 

Belgian Wounds Open and Bieeding. 

The letter concludes as follows: 

“Monsieur Governor, at the begin- 
ning of my letter I recalled the noble 
words. of your excellency: ‘I have 
come to Belgium to heal the wounds 
of your country.” If your excellency 
could, as we priests do, enter the homes 
of the working people and hear: the 
lamentations of the wives and mothers 
toe whom your decree brings mourning 
and poverty, you would be better able 
to see yourself that the wounds of the

BAN ON WHISKY 
URGED BY HOWARD 


The Atlanta Congressman 
Wants Government to For- 
bid the Transportation of 
Liquor—Howard Expects 
Measure to Pass.

Washington, December 4.—(Special.) 
Representative William Schley How- 
ard’s bill to put liquor in a _ special 
class in interstate commerce and forbid 
its transportation “in any manner or 
by any means whatsoever,” was intro- 
duced in the house today immediately 
after the new congress convened. 

The interstate transportation of 
liquors is declared to be unlawful and 
punishable by heavy penalties whith 
applies both to individuals and to the 
officials and agents of corporations 
which become a party to the illicit sale. 
The first offense is made a misdemeanor 
under the wana’ bill punishable by a 


second offen'se the fine will be $100 to 
$1,000 and for the third offense, a fine 
of not more than ‘$5,000 or imprison- 
ment for not more than five years, or 
both such penalties. Jurisdiction of the 
offense shall lie with the S@istrict court 
in the district .of the consignor or the 
consignee.

It is thought that Stogr brooded con- 
siderably over his discharge, and that 
he was probably mentally affected. 

Stogr, according to Manager Lam- 
breth, came to Atlanta from Chicago 
two, weeks ago, anc recently went to 
work for him. His military bearing 
secured a position for him immedia- 
ately. 

In his letters to his relatives in Aus- 
tria Stogr pens several poems, one in

Jurors Are Told This Is

JUDGE HILL DEFINES 
RIGHTS OF STRIKERS

Efforts to Persuade Em- 
ployees to Quit Jobs Must 
Be Confined to Moral 
Suasion, He Declares. 


The jury in the case of W. M. Pol- 
lard, who helped organize the street 
car strike, and who has been on trial 
on a felony charge in the superior 
court, was deadlocked early this morn- 
ing, after deliberating in their apart- 
ments at the Majestic hotel since short- 
ly before 6 o'clock, at which time 
Judge Ben Hill closed a lengthy and 
explicit statement in which he informed 
the jurors that if they saw fit they 
could recommend that the charge 
against Pollard be changed from a fel- 
ony to a misdemeanor. 

Judge Hills’ charge came after a day 
of brilliant arguments submitted by at- 
torneys for both sides. 

“A crime or misdemeanor shall con- 
sist in a violation of a publie law, in 
the commission of which there shall be 
a union or joint operation of act and 
intention, of criminal negligence,” said 
Judge Hill, beginning the charge. 

Charge Against Pollard. 

“While the indictment in this case is 
in nine counts, the gist of the entire 
charge is that the accused circulated 
or caused to be circulated, or was in 
some manner instrumental in. having 
circulated or printed the circular in 
question called “The Strikebreaker,” 
for the specific purpose of creating a 
riot against the property of the street 
car &mpany and against its employees, 
and it being further alleged that the 
circulation of this writing did create a 
condition of riot and lawlessness aimed 
at the property of the company and its 
employees. 

“The illegal act charged is the circu- 
lation in some manner, or in being con- 
cerned with the cireulation, of the writ- 
ing in question among those who_had 
formerly been employees of the railway 
company, and who wertfe out on strike; 
that the contents of this circular were 
of such an inflammatory character that 
both the striking employees, and the 
public generally, were incited to riot 
against the property of the company 
and the persons of its employees., °* 

“The first question for you to de- 
termine, then, is if the accused is guilty 
of the act charged, to-wit: Bringing, 
introducing, printing or circulating the 
article in question. If you determine 
that question in the affirmative the 
next question for you to determine is 
‘What was the purpose of the act? 
Was the purpose that charged in the 
indictment —to incite riot and con- 
spiracy?’ 

“Where a man commits &@m act in the 


his intention in doing so, hig intention 
will be manifested by the circumstances 
connected with the perpetration of the 
offense. 

Character of the Act. 

“And in arriving at the intention with 
which a certain act is done, the very 
first thing to be determined is the char- 
acter of the act. Is the act one which 
will naturally and probably produce a 
certain result? Is the result produced 
by the act—such result as reasonably 
and naturally flows from the commis- 
sion of such an act? 

“It is a rule of law that every man 
is presumed to intend the natural, rea- 
sonable and probable consequence of 
his acts, and if the act is such as to 
produce a certain result, he cannot, in 
law, be heard to say that he did not 


intend such a result. 

“Are the contents of this circular of 
such character as would incite those 
among whom it was circulated, and for 
whom it was intended, to acts ef vio- 
lence against the street car company, 
its property or its employees’ If sy; 
did the contents of the circular cause, 
or were they contributing cause to 
illegal or lawless conduct. 

‘If the prosecution in this case shows 
that two or more person's committed 
anv acts of violence against the prop- 
erty of the street railway company, 
such as shooting into cars, throwing 
missiles of any sort, assaulting its em- 
ployees while in the discharge of their 
duties, attempting to wreck the cars of 
the company, all those acts would con- 
stitute rioting, and if any of them were 
caused, or contributed to by the con- 
tents of the circular, then you would 
be authorized to find the accused guilty 
as charged.

RUSSIANS HOPE 
TO SAVE BUCHAREST. 


Petrograd, December 4.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The timely arrival of Russian 
troops before Bucharest at the critical 
moment when the loss of the capital 
seemed almost certain has somewhat 
changed the Rumanian situation. Ac- 
cording to military opinion here, the 
Rumanians now have at least a fight- 
ing chance to retain their capital, and 
with the aid of the Russians, who ren- 
dered their first valuable assistance to 
the Rumanian defense by an offensive 


in the Carpathians begun five days ago, 
will now attempt to include Bucharest 
in the zone which they are able to de- 
fend, establishing a permanent line 
north and west of the capital. 

According to information received 
here from Bucharest, the German plan 
of encircling Bucharest was perilous- 
ly near to accomplishment when it 
struck an unexpected obstacle in the 
form of a Russian force petween Bu- 
charest and-*the Danube. Strong cav- 
alry columns of the Teutonic allies had 
been sent forward on both wings of 
the united front of Lieutenant General 
Krafft von Delmensingen and Field 
Marshal von Mackensen, forcing the 
Rumanian flanks backward both north 
and south of the capital. 

A flanking movement was partially 
successful when the Teutonic forces 
from Lake Greca encountered a sudden 
stiffening in the resistance of the Ru- 
manians, due to the arrival of Russian 
troops, and were compelled to retire 
in disordér. .Emplacements had al- 
ready been completed for the big guns 
which were to bombard the Bucharest 
fortifications. Executing a hasty re 
treat, the Germans and Bulgarians had 
to abandon guns of all caliber and a 
large quantity of war material. 

The northern Teutonic allied group 
which is attempting to flank Bucha- 
rest from the side of Piteshti has pro- 
ceeded with greater success, but the 
Rumanians have managed to retreat 
without losing connection with the 
force defending the western fortifica- 
tions of the capital. 


TEUTON INVADERS 
CAPTURE VILLAGE 
NEAR BUCHAREST 


Petrograd, December 4.—(Via lLon- 
don.) —The war office announces that 
the Teutonic forces have occupied the 
village of Gradichtea, 12 miles south of 
Bucharest. Obstinate fighting is pro- 
ceeding between Alexandria and Bu- 
charest.

TEN NEW CARDINALS 
~ NOMINATED BY POPE 


No American in the List—Two 
More Cardinals to Be Named. 
Pope Prays for Peace. 


Paris, December 4.—At a secret con- 
sistory today attended by twenty-eight 
cardinals, Pope Benedict announced the 
nomination of ten new cardinals, says 
a dispatch to the Havas agency from 
Rome. The new cardinals are: 

Monsignor La Fontaine, patriarch of 
Venice; Monsignor Donato Sbarretti, 
former apostolic delegate in Canada, 
later bishop of Havana -and recently 
assessor of the Holy See; Monsignor 
de Bourg, archbishop of Renne$; Mon- 
signor Dubois, archbishop of Rouen; 
Monsignor Vittorio Amédeo Ranuzzi di 


Bianchi, major domo of the vatican; 
Monsignor Boggiani, secretary of the 
holy office and former apostolic dele- 
gate to Mexico; Monsignor Ascalosi, 
archbishop of Benevento; Monsignor 
Maurin, bishop of Grenoble; Monsignor 
Marini, secretary of the holy signature, 
and Monsignor Giorgi, secretary of the 
council. 

Bishop Maurin, of Grenoble, will be- 
come archbishop of Lyons, and Bishop 
Dubois, of Bourges, becomes archbish- 
op of Rouen. Two more cardinals are 
to be nominated soon. 

Pope Benedict, the @ispatch adds, an- 
nounced the immediate publication ofa 
new code of canonical law, embodying 
mumerous different ecclesiastical laws 
now existing. Pope Benedict said cred- 
it for the new code was due to his 
predecessor, Pius X., and praised Car- 
dinal Gasparri, papal secretary of state, 
who, he said, had borne the brunt of 
the work. His holiness concluded his 
address with a prayer for the renewal 


of peace. 


Rome, December 4.—For the first 
time since the war, Pope Benedict to- 
day held a secret consistory without 
a German or Austrian cardinal being 
present.

Van Dyke’s Reasons Purely Personal. 

The Hague, Netherlands, December 4. 
(Via London.)—Dr. Henry Van Dyke, 
allowed it to become known today that 
he had resigned as American minister 
to The Netherlands. His reasons are 
purely personal and because he desires 
to resume his Hterary work unham- 
pered. 

Dr. Van Dyke informed the Associ- 
ated Press correspondent that his res- 
ignation was presented early in Sep- 
tember, but President Wilson expressed 
reluctance to accept it and asked how 
long the minister would consent to re- 
main at his post. Dr. Van Dyke replied 
that he desired to consult the presi- 
dent’s convenience, and that he was 
willing to stay until early in 1917 or 
until his successor was chosen and con- 
firmed. Dr. Van Dyke added: 

“I purposely kept the matter of my 
resignation quiet during the electoral 
campaign because I did not wish any 
political significance to be given to it. 
It has none. 

“The main reason was my wish to 
return to work as a writer, with full 
freedom to say what I think and feel.” 

Dr. Van DyKe leaves many personal 
friends, and his departure, the date of 
which is still undetermined, will be 
generally regretted in diplomatic circles 
at The Hague. Mrs. Van DyKe and her 
daughters are at the Van Dyke home 
in Princeton. 


President Wilson appointed Dr. Van 
Dyke minister to The Netherlands in 
June, 1913. Before that time he was 
for years professor of English litera- 
ture at Princeton university. During 
his service at The Hague, Dr. Van 
Dyke took a prominent part in relief 
work for Americans stranded in Eu- 
repe and in connection with Red Cross 
work, and the late Emperor Francis 
Joseph conferred on him the Red Cross 
medal of merit. Last year ne appealed 
to the Washington government against 
German interference With his duties in 
Luxemburg, to which he also is the ac- 
credited American representative, and 
the German government sent to Wash- 
ington an expression of its regrets.

LEHON MUST PAY FINE.

U. S. Supreme Court Declares 
Atlanta Detective Ordi- 
nance Constitutional. 


Washington, December 4.—Constitu- 
tionality of an Atlanta ordinance re- 
quiring the licensing of private detect- 
ives, under which Dan S. Lehon, of New 
Orleans, southern manager for the W. 
J. Burns Detective agency, was con- 
victed while aiding Leo M. Frank’s 
defense, was sustained today by the 
supreme court.

Denial to both himself and Frank of 
constitutional rights also was alleged 
by Lehon.

THE PRICE OF PAPER. 

The extraordinary advance in the price 
of paper, especially of news paper, has so 
seriously affected every periodical publica- 
tion in the country, from the county weekly 
to the metropolitan daily, that all of them 


yit and protect thgmselves. 

With an advance of more than 50 per 
cent in the price of white paper alone, there 
is not a newspaper in the country, and 
scarcely any other periodical, however 
wealthy, which could corgtinue in business 
upon the old basis and get through the im- 
pending crisis. : 

From one end of the country to the 
other the weekly papers are advancing their 
subscription price from $1 to $1.50, and in 
some instances even to $2 a year. Many 
daily papers all over the United States are 
doubling their subscription price and in- 
creasing their advertising rates, not with 
any idea of making additional profit, for 
they will not, but simply to protect them- 
selves against actual loss. 


The paper situation presents perhaps the 


the newspapers of the United States, and 
everywhere they are planning to meet it as 
best they can. In the aggregate it means 
millions of dollars more to be paid every 
year for one item alone that enters into the 
publication of a newspaper—the white paper 
upon which it is printed. 

Newspapers have but two things to sell, 
the paper itself upon subscription basis and 
their advertising space. If the materials 
which enter into publication advance 50 per 
cent or more in cost, there is, but one way 
to meet it, and that is by proportionate in- 
crease in subscription and advertising rates. 
‘It is the same with a merchant who must 
pay 50 per cent more for a piece of goods he 
offers at retail; he must get proportionately 
more for it or he must soon go out of busi- 
ness. 

White paper is the most expensive item 
which enters into newspaper publication; 
an advance of 50 per cent in cost means an 
added expense the extent of which the pub- 
lic can scarce appreciate. 

It is a condition which no one deplores 
more than the newspapers themselves, but 
one in which they must make provision for 
their own protection.

The Louisville Courier-Journal, in an 
editorial on “Cattle Paper,” based on an 
article in Farm and Family, tells of the aid 
Business is offering Kentucky farmers ‘who 
wish to buy cattle and feed them on their 
own land.” 

It is the story of an advertisement of a 
Kentucky bank which, to encourage the live 
stock industry in the state, and place the 
farmers ip a position to give it a fairer test 
in work for larger results, offers to loan 
money to those who wish to buy cattle. 

The Courier-Journal quotes as follows 
from the bank’s advertisement: 


“We have prepared a special cattle 
note and invite investigation of the 
plan,” says the bank’s advertisement. 
“We know of no better way to lift a 
mortgage or build a bank account than 
to buy cattle and feed them on your own 


land.” 

This is in line with the interest manil- 
fested by business men of Georgia communi- 
ties in cattle and general stock-raising proj- 
ects, and the statement of the Kentucky 
bank that it knows of no better way to lift 
a mortgage or build a bank account, is sig- 
nificant, and should have a stimulating ef- 
fect on the live stock industry in sections 
where too little attention has been paid to it. 

The business men of a community are 
but conserving their own financial interests 
by the aid they extend the farmer in putting 
money in his purse on a stock-raising propo- 
sition; it gives the farmer a “lift” on the 
road to a greater prosperity for himself, 
his county and his state, for what benefits 
one branch of hoffe industry is of advantage 
to all. 

As to carrying out successfully the plan 
of advancing money on “cattle paper,” The 
Courier-Journal says: 


Those who have’ money can make 
money. That is a proverb. Those who 
can borrow money can make money. 
That is understood generally in the busi- 
ness world. If cattle feedin on Ken- 
tucky farms is to be stimulated the banks 
will have to provide the stimulant by 
making cattle paper a specialty, and 
not by agreeing as a favor to loan money 
to a man who is “good” aside from his 
ownership of cattle, and accepting his 
cattle as security. 


The faith of business in profitable re- 
sults from stock-raising on a _ systematic 
plan has_ been illustrated in Georgia in 
notable ways, chief among which is the 
readiness of business men to take stock in 
home-packing plants; but, as The Tifton 
(Ga.) Gazette says, with reference to stock- 
raising, the farmers must show their faith 
with work to bring the business to the suc- 
cess which can be realized from it, and 
work together with the business men of their 
section for the common good.

Council. Accepts Bid of W alker 
For Repairs on Edgewood Bridge 


Council yesterday by a vote of 15 to 2 
passed a resolution accepting the bid of 
R. M. Walker, local contractor, for repair 
work to the Edgewood avenue bridge. The 
resolution was vetoed by the mayor after 
its passage at the last meeting of council. 
It will now be presented to the aldermanic 
board at their regular meeting to be held 
Thursday and will be passed by them. 

Following this passage it will become 
operative and will probably be accepted by 
the contractor and the work started. 

Councilman McCord told council Monday 
that Mr. Walker was simply waiting for the 
passage of the resolution:accepting his bid 
for the work to begin actual operations. 
When the bid and specifications were pre- 
sented and the veto of the mayor was read, 
Councilman McCord rose at Once and urged 
the adoption of the resolution despite the 
veto of the mayor on the ground that the 
condition of the bridge was unsafe for traf-

fic and that the temporary repairs that Rave 
been made will not be sufficient to with- 
stand use for very long. 

City Attorney Mayson was asked for his 
opinion on the legality of the resolution. “The 
acceptance of this bid by council will be 
perfectly binding,” he stated. “It is not a 
contract, but is simply a bid by Mr. Walker 
to do the work required under the specifi- 
cations as drawn by the city engineers. It 
does not require the signature of the mayor. 
The proper action is for council to pass the 
resolution accepting the bid. That is, the 
paper which must be accepted to make the 
fulfillment of the contract binding on. the 
city and the contractor.” 

The bid of Mr. Walker calls for the com- 
plete repair of the bridge at a cost of about 
$20,000. Of this amount $10,000 is to be 


_ provided by the city and the remainder by 


the Southern railway and the Georgia Rail- 
way ‘and Power company.

ALLIES PROTEST 
“SLAVE RAIDS.” 


London, December 4.—Great Britain, 
in conjunction with her allies, has 
issued a “declaration regarding the 
present state of Belgium” in which 
protest is made to the civilized world 
against the “slave raids’’ conducted by 
the German authorities in Belgium, and 
a warning given to the world that “the 
work of relief which neutrals have 
built up is in danger of falling.” 

The document, after reciting the as- 
sistance the entente allies have given 
in the past 
Belgium, says: 


Germans should equally draw no ad- 
vantages from the operations of the 
neutral commission; that they should 
not seize imported or native supplies, 
and that the distribution of relief 
should not be used for the purpose of 
coercing Belgian workmen against, 
their consciences. These conditions, 


which the Germans were pledged to 
obey, have been frequently violated. 
But the infractions in the past have 
been disavowed by the German govern- 
ment and the allies have been content 
to rely upon the neutral commission to 
watch and enforce the fulfillment of 
the conditions under which it worked. 
All Pretense Abandoned. 

‘Now, however, the situation is 
changing. The Germans have abandon- 
ed all pretense of respecting personal 
freedom in Belgium. They have delib- 
erately ordered the suspension of the 
public relief works supported by the 
commission and openly aimed at creat- 
ing unemployment, which furnishes 
them an excuse for deportations. They 
have become themselves the organizers 
and co-operators in man-hunts which 
they pledged themselves by the Brus- 
sels convention of 1890 to put down in 
Africa. The machinery of Belgian in- 
dustry is now totally destroyed and 
exports of Belgian foodstuffs’ have 
again begun on a large scale. 

“The allies must, therefore, warn the 
world of what is about to take place. 
The central empires, as their own sit- 
uation grows more desperate, intend to 
tear up every guarantee on which the 
work of the relief commission rests. 
They intend to cast aside all their 
promises and use Belgian foodstuffs 
and Belgian labor to support their own 
failing strength. 

“The work of relief which the neu- 
trals have built up for two years is 
about to lose its foundation and is in 
danger of falling. 

Appeal to Civilized World. 


“The allies do not intend to change 
their policy or desert the oppressed 
population of Belgium in this most 
critical moment ’of the war, but as it 
will be impossible for the relief work 
to continue if its basic guntrantees are 
destroyed, they appeal to the civilized 
world, not on their own behalf, but 
on behalf of innocent civilians who 
cannot protect themselves, to see that 
this great work of international benev- 
olence and co-operation which has 
grown up amidst the war and for which 
the allies have advanced money, shall 
not be endangered by treachery or de- 
stroyed by violence. 

“But they remind the world that the 
German policy which stands revealed is 
being carried out not only in Belgium, 
but te north France and all the occu- 
pied territories. The allies pledged 
themselves not to seek in the future 
any more than in the past any advan- 
tage from the operations of this pure- 
ly neutral commission.”

Hammond, Ind., December 4.—Mike 
Inik, who for several years has been 
trying to collect alleged damages from 
the Standard Oil company, entered the 
Lake circuit court here today and shot 
Judge C. E. Greenwald, Bailiff LewDe- 
bow and George Robbins, a juror.

Relatively easy cables and the ap- 
pearance of Liverpool selling orders 
seemed to promote scattering liquida- 
tion while there was selling by local 
traders, who seemed to be influenced 
by reports of unsettled political condi- 
tions abroad, submarine apprehensions 
and conflicting private crop estimates. 
At the decline to 19.86 for January and 
20.06 for March, or of approximately 
$6.50 per bale from the recent high 
level, however, the market was steadied 
by ¢overing and buying for a reaction. 
Reports of continued steadiness in 
southern spot markets encouraged the 
buyine movement, and after the close 
of Liverpool prices rallied.

Causes Drop in Wheat 
Prices —Near Stampede 
Marks Closing Hour. 


Chicago, December 4.—Tightening up 
of interest rates on call loans led to a 
decided bearish reaction today in 
wheat. As a cons€quence the market 
closed nervous, at a range varying

High rates for money did not make 
themselves felt in the wheat market 
unti] the last half hour of trading. 
Then, however, something of a stam- 
pede took place on the selling side, and 
there was a nearly complete eclipse 
of bullish influence during the rest of 
the day. Lack of export demand was 
coupled with tne unsettiement of the 
money market as having much to do 
with the late depression in wheat val- 
ues. Previously, a re falling off in 
the United States visible supply total 
had led to a bulge in prices, especially 
as estimates were current that the 
amount of wheat in reserve on farms 
was less than half the aggregate a 
year ago. 

The temporary upturn, though, had a 


- heavy handicap in bearish conditions 


which gave the market a weak tone at 
the beginning. 

Absence of any sign of immediate re- 
lief from the scarcity of ocean vessels 
and from the congestion-of railway fa- 
cilities was among the leading factors 
at the outset in weakening the confi- 
dence of wheat holders. It was point- 
ed out that exports of wheat of late 
from the Unitéd States and Canada 
were only about half as large as dur- 
ing the ee period last year. 
Embargo moves at ashington count- 
éd also against the bulls. 

Shorts who wished to even up trades 
in corn found that offerings were ln- 
expectedly, light.

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a. GOST OF LIVING 
BEFORE CONGRESS 


| ‘ Question Riicabndesed All 
Other Issues at Opening of 
Session — Many Measures 
Introduced Dealing With 
Question. 


Washington, December 4.—The high 
cost of living and what steps the fed- 
eral government can take to control it 
assumed proportions as a _ national 
question which overshadowed all other 
issues with the convening of congress 
today. 

The possibility. that President Wil- 
eon will deal with the subject in a spe- 
cial address grew stronger, although 
it was thought probable that he would 
select a separate occasion for it, rather 
than to add it as a supplement to his 
general address tomorrow. 

Eleven bills and resolutions, seeking 
to check the soaring prices of food by 
stopping shipments 4o Europe, reducing 
parcel post rates on foodstuffs or con- 
trolling cold storage, were today in- 
troduced in the house. 

President Gompers and a committee 
of the American Federation of Labor 
called on President Wilson and asked 
him to appoint a special commission to 
investigate the food question. The 
president assured them that the gov- 
ernment would take some steps to 
meet the situation. He is understood to 
prefer not to appeint a commission, as 
it practically would be without author- 
ity to compel testimony; while it is 
realized that a congressional investi- 
gation probably would mean a pro- 
tracted delay. 

Reports Before President, 


Reports gathered by the department 
of agriculture are being laid before the 
president, and upon them he is expect- 
ed to hase any action which undoubt- 
edly will be prefaced by a special ad- 
dress to congress. 


One_report submitted today by Secre- 


tary Redfield, and held confidential, 
is understood to show a wide margin 
between prices paid to producers and 
those raid by consumers. In a ‘recent 
address the president virtually charged 
the middlemen with responsibility. for 
the high cost of living. 

None of the administration leaders 
thinks any of the embargo measures 
can pass. A series of féur, introduced 
by Chairman Fitzgerald of the appro- 
priations committee, propose embargo, 
reduction of parcel post rates and re- 
striction of cold storage. 

Representative McLemore, of Texas, 
introduced a resolution to prohibit in- 
terstate transportation of food products 
except meats and fruits, that have been 
kept in cold storage more than ninety 
days. One by Representative Sabath, 


‘of Illinois, would require cold storage 


warehouses to file annual reports with 
the department of agriculture for pub- 
lication on July 1, showing food prod- 
ucts stored for interstate commerce. 

Representative Sabath fntroduced an- 
other which would direct the attorney 
general to investigate the causes of un- 
reasonable advances in prices of food- 
stuffs, cotton goods or fabrics, wood 
pulp, all kinds of paper and coal, in 
so far as they are claimed to be affect- 
ed by any combination or conspiracy, 
and to report to congress what rem- 
edies should be adopted. 

Congress Prebe Proposed. 

_ A joint congressional committee to 
investigate. the whole food situation 
was proposed by Representative Lind- 
berth, of Minnesota, and Representative 
Carter, of Massachusetts, sought the 
appointment of a house special commit- 
tee to investigate and to report back to 
congress within thirty days.- Repre- 
sentative Steenerson, of Minnesota, pro- 
posed free admission of seed wheat to 
help the Minnesota and North Dakota 
farmers. Representative McKellar, of 
Tennessee, reintroduced his bill to reg- 
ulate cold storage of food, and Repre- 
sentative Farr, of Pennsylvania, rein- 
troduced his measure for a provisional 
embargo on wheat and wheat flour. 

Representative Adamson, of Georgia, 
is chairman of the house interstate and 
foreign commerce committee, to which 
the embargo bills were referred, an- 
nounced during the day that he would 
oppose any sort of embargo. 

“The only embargo law we ever 
passed,” Mr. Adamson said, “was the 
most unpopular law ever enacted, save 
only the alien and sedition lawg. That 
embargo law was repealed as on as 
possible. It was a dead letter before it 
was repealed.”

This 
speech was the feature of the first 
monthly meeting of the organization 
and was preceded by talks by promi- 
nent local sales-managers. 

In his speech Mr. Dechant used a 
blackboard and lectured as if teaching 

He went 
ite the fundamentals of salesmanship 
in detail and very cleverly poigted out 
the principals thereof, gradually broad- 
ening his talk until he had covered 
the points in mind.
